Category (iii) - OTHERS, -is the largest, and the group most implicated vcith these 
deatos, is the Argentinian Anti-Commuoist Alliance (AAA), althoogh several other extremist - 
- rightwing groups operate along simUar lines. As a general rule, victims of leftwing assassina- 
identified as they have had some government or business position, whereas victims 
01 rigfatwing terrorrism are frequently not identified, 

^ f^ose most vulnerable to rightwing attacks are Latin American refugees, lawyers, 
n-ade unionists, students and relatives of guerrillas. Sometimes, families of these victims 
w not claim the bodies for fear of further reprisals. Some of the Latin American refugees 
have entered Argentina illegally and have no "official" identity, so their disappearance can 
pass almost unnoticed. Amnesty International is disquieted by the large number of people 
auegedly killed while trying to escape, or in gun battles witli the pc^ce and army. Reliable 
sources indicate that there is evidence to suggest that some have been summarily executed. 

There seems little doubt that’ rightwing tei-rorrists have considerable support from 
rs o e security foi*ces, and that they enjoy remarkable immunity from police action. 

- possible reason for this is that these sectors are convinced that Argentina is waging a war 
against subversion. 

A wtflst such terrorrist groups are seemingly tolerated, the honest intentions of 

me Argentinian government to "ensure internal order, social peace and absolute respect for 

dig^ties” (declaration by the Militaxy Junta of the Argentine Republic, 

24 March 1976) must be seriously questioned. 
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
